Tlio pc-rfunio tnido is much more ox- 
tomivo tliiiii might lio supposed. In the 
uoutli of Fnmco uliolo farms aro devoted 
to tiio eultivulioii of lloweiH .solely fortiie 
fnigmneo ivhich tho i)eifumev olitaiiis 
fnun thoiii. At one time ho kept the 
public in profouud ignoiaiico of tlio mys- 
teries of liis dainty eulliiij»; but of late 
anul yticul clieinists imve laid most of hia 
nu'tliods bnro. However, the art ia too 
ileliciito to ho successfully carried on by 
the iiiiixpeiieiiced. 

'I'h'M e art' four distinct ways of obtaln- 
iiif^ the piMliuni'.s of phmts and flowers, 
niuiH'ly, t'X|in',ssi(in, dlwt illation, macera- 
tion, and c:iillcurMf,'c. The nature of the 
snl)stiiiic(! (l(>tcrniin(^s winch of these 
nietlioils shoulil hii cmiiloyeil. The lirst, 
and also tho simplesL — expression — is 
only udupted where the plant or llower 
contains an ahnndant snpply of the vol- 
atile or essential oil, which c(5ntains the 
Hcent. The outer lind of tho lemon, 
iirantic, and citron are trcatiMl in this way. 
The liark, put intoa haj,', is laid on a per- 
fiirated i)latc', nnder a screw-prcs.'<. When 
the oil is si|uciv,cil out, it is left to stand 
fur a time that tho water containetl in it 
may seiiarate. After thi.s takes place, 
the oil is poured otl°, strained and made 
up into pomades, as it would scarcely 
ansM'sr for tho liner perfumes. ■ ■ 

Distillation — clueliy used for clovCf<, 
lavender, herbs, seeds, and flowers wliJch 
do not lose their scent with heat — givcsa 
■very good result without much trouble. 
However, this in'occs."? would bo simply 
rniniins ill the case of sonio of the more 
I'olicatc anil lincly perfumed flowers. To 
prevent llu^ sci'ot thus extracte<l from ac- 
quirinu; asiii;;cd smell, the still is heated 
by means of steam in tliis country, an 
im))i(jveMiciit on the I'lench plan, where 
the tiro is applied direct. 

Macoi-ation, on a(.'count of it.s simplicity 
and suitableness for bo nnuiy diU'erent 
kinds of flowers, is nnicli used. -V (luaii- 
tity of the liiujst purilicil beef-suet is 
placed with clarified lard in a scrujiuloiis- 
ly clean steam-pan. After the fat has 
been melted and fieed of impurities the 
flowers are thrown in, and are allowed to 
remain from twelve to forty-eight hours. 
Then tho liquid fat is strained, fresh 
flowers are added, and the process is re- 
^peated as often as may bo con.siderod 
necessary, the resulting pomatum Iiein;; 
known as six, twelve, oiuhti-en, ov twenty- 
four, accordinj,' to its sliciit^'tli. I'or- 
fumed oil is olitairuMl in the .same man- 
ner, bv nsinj,' tin; finest olive-oil insteail 
of lard and anet. 

The last niethod, enlleurage, though 
little practised by English perfumers, 
yields a far superior artic'le to any of the 
othora. The finest perfumed flowersouly 
are treated in this way, because the pro- 
cess is both e.Kpeusivo and troublesome. 
S(pnire, shallow frames with glass bottoms 
are spread over with a layer of clarifled 
fat, and above this tho flowers aro hiid. 
The frames are next enclosed in a glass 
box, and allowed to stand until the fat 
has absorbed all the odor, then the flow- 
ers are replaced by a fresh lot. They are 
changed again am i again, many times, be- 
fore tlie desired strength is attained. To 
nnd<e perfmuer oil on the same principle 
the gla.ss box is dispciisiHl with, (,'oarse 
cotton dotlis saturated with the linest 
olivo oil are-laid on wire gauze frames, 
and strewed with flowers. When, after 
being repeatedly <'hanged, the floweis 
have communicated a siiflicient strength 
■ifjierfume to the cloths, tliey are laid 
(miler a scrow-prcss, to have the oil 
Squeezed out. The pomatums .so obtained 
give their uamo to a variety of scents, ac- 
cording to the llowers used, or the com- 
binations of diU'erent flowers to imitate 
others. For example, orange-flower mac- 
erated in pomade is known as orange 
flower pomatum. But the perfumer may 
well exclaim, "What is in a name !" Very 
frequently perfumes are absolutely inno- 
cent of tho spirit of the llower after which 
they are called. 

Though the blossoms of plants are by 
far the most valuablo to tho perfumer, 
the other jiarts of some of thuni are ser- 
viceable, as the root.s of orris and vetiv- 
ert ; the stcun of < edar, sancal, and rose- 
vood'.the lettve.s of thyme, mint, and 
patcihouli ; the seed of the Tonquin bean 
and of caraway, and the bark of cinna- 
mon. Kxtnict.s of the orange-tree, which 
vields three distinct odors, enter, per- 
haps, into mori' preparations than any 
oihiT plant. Tho llowt'r, when cut very 
line ami put into rectifled spirit, makes 
fxtrac! of orange-flower th.it can scarcely 
be distiu'_'uished from tli(: original for 
sweetness. This is one ol tlie most val- 
uable liases ill pei-fuiiiery, as it p;Lsses, 
with slight modi lieat inns, for sweet pea, 
magnolia, and similar kinds. liesiiliT-, in 
some shape or loriii, llii' orange enters 
largely into ihi.' e(uiiposilioii of c(^nntless 
essenees, piimades,aud eosmeties. 'I'here 
is (jnly om; rival whose i>opularity ap- 
proaciies it — cassia, found' in all t.bi fav- 
ouriti' lumdkerehief l)oui|uets. I'liif ca.ssia, 
though it mixes wi'll with oraiige-flowiu', 
rose, tuberose, and vanilla, is too sickly- 
sweet an odor to he used alono. It is 
grown exteu.sively at Cannes, one of the 
principal localities whore flowers aro 
reared for the sake of their perfumes. 

I'eiL'aiiiot, an essential oil ol)tained by 
expression from the riu'l of a species of 
I'itron, is not, by itself, of a particularly 
agreeable mlnr, lint wlien mixed witl'i 
<irris, musk, or other lixing si'cnts, it loui- 
niands a wiile salt", and loims an import- 
ant element in l'!ss, boiupu't. l.ike all 
perfnmi'S, except the esseni'e or extract 
of rose, it is best kept in a (l;n k,eiio! place 
in a wi'll-sinppered lioitle. A fact which 
appi'ars to lie commonly overlooked, or 
perhaps not known, may be worth stating 
here — tho better and pu'rer the perfumes, 
tlie more susi:eptible they are to tho iu- 
tluence of light and heat. 

Most sweet-smelling llowers give two 
or more diU'erent odius aceoi-ding to 
their- mode of prep, nal ion. ^^till, some 
of the sweetest are unavai lablt^ for the 
piU'poses of perlniiieiy. \\'allllower is 
useless, while s\veel 1 m iar and eglantine 
als(j can only he imitated. As yei no 
process has lie(Ui discovereil by which the 
delicati! scents cu' these can he got and 
preserved. .Sj)iritiunis extrat:ts of rose 
pouuide, of llower of orange, neroU oil — 
another production of the orange — and 
verbena when cunningly comhmed, giv»^ 
a very fair imitation of swectoriar and 
eglantine. hily-of-tbe-valley, likewise 
as .sold by the perfumer, is purely ficti- 
tious, this iiiai-vellons imitatiou lieimra 
eompound of vanilla, extract of luheinse, 
jasrrrirre, and otlo of aliiionds. .VImost 
all lilies arv too pou.'i'liil to lie used 
alone, and tlii'V comliiue so ill willi 
I he li \ini; and 1 1 isur rising' si iurts in ireiier al 
use, that Ihec ar-e of little lU' no aci ■nuill . 
In caM's of this kind it is rrrueh easiiu- to 
|Hodiiee an imitation. W'allllower, clove 
pink, and sweet-pea are the I'l-spei'tive 
per fumes of these tloweis in mmu* (udy. 
-Magnolia is to exMensiv(! to be genuine; 
heliotrope ami liom^y-snckle are nuide 
up, lunl myrtle is very rarely what it 
p:iHses for. Tuberose, vanilla, orange- 
Power, rose, cassia, with orris and vuti- 
vert, musk and ambergris in proper pro

Tbo (luarterly meeting of the board of 
trade was held yeslerday aftoriioon, Pre- 
sident Kohl. Ward in llie chair. 

The minutes of the [irevtous liioetiug 
were read mid adopted, 

.■^ minute of cuwicil, to be for'ivarded to 
the federal goveriimoiit, concerning tho 
views of the board on matters relating lo 
trade intercourse with tho United States, 
was read and eouliriued. 

SViroiil.l.Sd IIV I.M'IANS. 

The president referred to the action 
tiikon by the board in regard to smuggl- 
ing carried on by Indians. A connnittce 
had boon apitointed the collector of cus- 
toms waited on, and the mattor brought 
to bis notice. .Air. ilaiiiley stated that 
(111 several occasions the bicts had been 
i'epreseiiti.'d to the deparlmeid at Ottawa, 
1ml no action had as yi'l been taken. The 
goveniiiieiil, evidently winked al smuggl- 
ing liy imliaiis, bill ill the case of the 
coast Indians it did not merely mean 
Hiiiiiggliiig for t heir personal use, bill also 
for ilie i)ur))oses of trade, and a large sum 
annually was spout without the pi-dviiice 
tlial, if [iroper care was takr'ii by the ciis- 
toiiis, would be expended here. Letters 
bad also been sent to the meinbers of par- 
liament for tho district drawing their at- 
tention to the question. 

.-Vfter some conversation as to what 
should bo done, the action of the presi- 
dent was confirmed and the following re- 
Kdlution earried: 

Aloved by Mr. Uilhet, seconded by Mr. 
Croa-sdaile,' that the at I eiit ion of the lioard 
of trade has been called to the systematic 
.siiiiiggling by Indians, who are yearly 
om|)loyed in various capacities in the 
neighboring territory of tlie rniteil .States 
during certiiin seasons of the year, .which 
Indians aro in tho habit of investing their 
earnings in articles of merchandise of 
-Viiieric.'iti manufacture liable to duly 
when iiiipoileil iiilo ibis province, by 
Avhicli ihe gip\ I'l niiieiiL are defrauded out 
of a large auionnl of rcM'iiue and the 
lei^itimate traders of their business. The 
board reconniiends that the attention of 
the federal government be iminediately 
called to the matter through ..ui uiciiilieis 
of parliament, and that tln-y be ic.pieste.l 
to 111','!' upon I he ■joverniiiciil the neccs- 
^al.\ ppf l.ikini;- iiiiinediale aclioii to 
pic\.'i|i llie C'.lililiuanee of lliis illigeli- 
lu.ilc li;iliic. and fiirlher thai i-onic pro-

His mn/i i/r /<(i()/0' of "Cath' 
is well-known to the readers of the New 
York Jltinilil and other hirge American 
journals. Of Victoria, Mr. Townsend 
thinks it is a compound of Canadian, Cala- 
forniaii and I'.ritisli styles and manners, 
but he als.i thinks that it is a pleasant 
little eily. During 1 he course of his re- 
marks it" was learned thai that he has Iml 
l eceiil ly retiiriied fi oiii I'jurope, he coiii- 
iliLT into the west just to note the diU'er- 
eiice bet ween the ways of pild couiitries 
and new (Uies.
